MAMMOTH plans to build a 
new, state-of-the-art educa¬ 
tion and leisure campus in 
Littleport have been rubber- 
stamped. 

The multi-million pound 
proposals have been in the 
pipeline for years and now 
Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee has 
given the scheme the go- 
ahead. 

The plans will see the exist¬ 
ing, ageing leisure centre in 
Camel Road being demolished, 
and in its place a new second¬ 
ary school, primary school, 
pre-school, special educa¬ 
tional needs school, plus new 
leisure centre and sports fa¬ 
cilities, will be built and shared 
between the school and the lo- 
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cal community. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The aim is to have both the 
secondary and primary schools 
open for the start of the au¬ 
tumn term in September, 2017. 

“The new sports and leisure 
building is targeted to be open 
a little earlier over the summer 
of 2017. 

“The development repre¬ 
sents a key investment in Lit¬ 
tleport by Cambridgeshire 
County Council, which we 
hope will help with the town’s 
regeneration.” 


The council says the new 
schools will not only relieve 
pressure on the town’s cur¬ 
rent primary schools and pre¬ 
schools, but also prevent sec¬ 
ondary school pupils having to 
travel out of the town to go to 
school. 

In their application, the 
council’s agents, Atkins, said: 
“There is a requirement for the 
client to build this school to 
meet the demographic pres¬ 
sure where significant develop¬ 
ment is being proposed by the 
county council within Little- 
port and the surrounding area. 

“The school will act both 
as a focus for strengthening 
community and leisure facili¬ 
ties focusing on the delivery of 
education and pastoral care to 
pupils, their families, and the 
community.”

Care home now 
good all round 


A CARE home which re¬ 
ceived a formal warning 
three years ago is now ‘good’ 
in all areas. 

Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) inspectors made an 
unannounced visit to Lit¬ 
tleport Grange residential 
home on August 21 and their 
findings were published this 
week. 

Rating the home, which 
is operated by Dove Care 
Homes, as ‘good’ in all areas, 
inspectors said: “People felt 
safe and staff knew what ac¬ 
tions to take if they thought 
that anyone had been 
harmed in any way. 

“There were enough staff 
available to meet people’s 
needs. Staff were kind and 
compassionate. They knew 
people well and were aware 
of their history, preferences, 
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likes and dislikes. 

“The recruitment process 
was followed to ensure that 
people were only employed 
after satisfactory checks had 
been carried out.” 

In January 2012, staff at 
the home, based in Grange 
Lane, received a formal 
warning from the CQC to 
improve residents’ care. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council then stepped in and 
moved all residents to other 
care homes to “ensure their 
safety and wellbeing”. 

At the time, Dove Care 
Homes promised the home 
would soon “meet the high¬ 
est standards” and funded a 
major refurbishment of the 


building. 

The home then received 
another set-back in Sep¬ 
tember 2012 when a fire 
broke out in the building’s 
roof, however the refurb 
continued and the home re¬ 
opened the following spring. 

During the inspection 
last month, there were 43 
residents living at the home, 
which now has its own cin¬ 
ema room and spa. 

Inspectors said: “Staff 
monitored people’s health 
and welfare needs and acted 
on issues identified. People 
had been referred to health¬ 
care professionals when 
needed. There was a com¬ 
plaints procedure in place 
and people felt confident 
to raise any concerns either 
with the staff or the regis¬ 
tered manager.”

Empty houses 
could be used 
for refugees 


EMPTY Ministry of Defence 
properties in the Ely area 
could be used to house Syr¬ 
ian refugees. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council has contacted 
the MOD to see if it is possi¬ 
ble to utilise any of the dis¬ 
trict’s empty houses. 

Council leader James 
Palmer said: “Many resi¬ 
dents have been affected by 
the displacement of the peo¬ 
ple of Syria as a result of the 
onward assault from ISIS. 

“Central Government has 
made a clear commitment 
to take 20,000 refugees from 
camps in Syria and if we at 
East Cambs are requested to 
take some of these refugees 
and there is Government 
funding to do so, we will. 

“Unlike some other au¬ 
thorities, we do not have 
housing stock but we are 
aware of empty Ministry of 
Defence housing in Ely and 
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have contacted the MOD to 
see if these houses may be 
utilised. We would also like 
to offer the services of the 
council to those members of 
the public who may wish to 
register their houses as po¬ 
tential homes for refugees.” 

Last week, Ely News re¬ 
ported that Juliet Browse, 
who runs Spoilt Rotten 
Beads in Haddenham, had 
set up an Ely Calais Refugee 
Action group on Facebook. 

The group went live on 
August 28 and by September 
15 almost 650 people had 
joined it. Residents, busi¬ 
nesses and organisations 
have donated many items 
- from clothes to food and 
bicycles to sleeping bags - 
that they now have enough 
to fill three large vans. Plus 
the group has raised more 


than £1,700 in funds for the 
refugees. 

On Sunday, Juliet and a 
team of volunteers are going 
to the CalAid warehouse in 
London to deliver everyone’s 
donations, currently in stor¬ 
age across the county. 

She said: “For several rea¬ 
sons we need to call a tem¬ 
porary halt to the donations. 

“There is a bottleneck on 
the ground in Calais - the 
aid agencies and charities 
have had an unprecedented 
amount of donations over 
the last few weeks and they 
need time to work out what 
their needs are going for¬ 
ward. In the meantime we 
are asking people to hang on 
to their donations and to di¬ 
rect any monetary donations 
directly to CalAid by visiting 
calaid.co.uk.”

Town is chosen 
for school trial 


FAMILIES from the Little- 
port area have been chosen 
to trial a new initiative aim¬ 
ing to ease the early years 
transition to school. 

Both of the town’s primary 
schools have been selected 
for the Starting School To¬ 
gether programme, which 
encourages childcare pro¬ 
fessionals, schools and fam¬ 
ilies to work together to help 
children settle into primary 
education. 

It has been orchestrated 
by the Professional Associa¬ 
tion for Childcare and Early 
Years (PACEY), funded by a 
grant from the Department 
of Education. 

The project began in April 
this year, following research 
that showed 71 per cent 
of parents were anxious 
about their children starting 
school, and one in four (23 
per cent) felt they received 
too little information from 
schools and local authori¬ 
ties. 

Littleport Community Pri¬ 
mary School and Millfield 
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Primary School are among 
four schools taking part. 

Liz Bayram, chief execu¬ 
tive of PACEY, said: “The 
Starting School Together 
project is already proving 
that strengthening the part¬ 
nerships between parents, 
childcare professionals and 
teachers can really help chil¬ 
dren make a positive start 
to school and also ease the 
anxiety felt by parents. 

“Initial feedback suggests 
that parents are finding the 
programme hugely benefi¬ 
cial, and I very much hope 
we can now look towards 
rolling it out to other areas.” 

The initiative supports 
families with educational 
toys and resources, face-to- 
face meetings, and online 
support; while information 
about how well children are 
progressing is shared via a 
secure online site. 

The programme will con¬ 


tinue to support the chil¬ 
dren through their first two 
terms. 

Charlotte Follen, whose 
son Leo is involved in the 
project, said: “We’ve loved 
being involved with this 
project. 

“I found the support net¬ 
work with the other parents, 
especially useful, as it has 
enabled us to meet people 
and make friendships be¬ 
fore school even starts, so 
as Leo begins school there 
are people there who he 
recognises and feels at ease 
around instead of feeling 
lost and scared.” 

Following an independ¬ 
ent evaluation by University 
College London’s (UCL) In¬ 
stitute of Education (IOE), 
the project is due to be 
rolled out across England 
from next year. Visit pacey.

‘Right to die’ 
law: MPs vote 


SOUTH East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire MP Lucy Frazer was one 
the 118 MPs who voted in 
favour of the Assisted Dying 
Bill. 

In their first vote on the 
issue for about 20 years, the 
Commons rejected the bill, 
introduced by Rob Marris, a 
Labour MP who had argued 
that it was about ensuring 
peaceful deaths rather than 
euthanasia, on Friday. 

The debate was heated, 
with many MPs drawing on 
their personal experiences of 
dying relatives to give weight 
to their arguments. 

However, opponents out¬ 
numbered supporters by 
212, with 330 voting against 
and 118 in favour of allowing 
some terminally ill adults to 
end their lives with medical 
supervision. 

Mrs Frazer voted in fa¬ 
vour, while North East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire MP Steve Barclay 
voted against the bill. 

Mrs Frazer said: “Over the 
last months I have listened 
with an open mind to the 
arguments put forward on 
both sides of the debate. 

“I decided to vote in fa- 
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vour of allowing this bill to 
go through because I believe 
that this matter is worthy of 
further debate. 

“My decision was based 
partly on the basis that the 
bill is needed to address the 
current unregulated sys¬ 
tem where only people who 
can afford to travel can end 
their life in the way they wish 
without their loved ones 
facing an after-the-event 
investigation and possible 
prosecution. I believe that it 
is better to have medical and 
judicial scrutiny before, not 
after the event. 

“I also voted in favour be¬ 
cause of many impassioned 
and personal stories of pain¬ 
ful deaths of their loved ones 
and because some cried 
in my surgeries as they ex¬ 
plained their desire to end 
their own lives at the right 
time.” 

Speaking after his vote, Mr 
Barclay said: “In deciding to 
vote against this bill, I took 
particular note of the views 


of the hospice movement 
who expressed significant 
concerns. 

“I remain open to giving 
palliative clinicians greater 
discretion to ensure that the 
wishes of patients can be 
acted upon, but that is differ¬ 
ent from permitting assisted 
suicide. 

“In making such a signifi¬ 
cant change, I believe the 
burden is on those propos¬ 
ing it to demonstrate that 
the safeguards in place are 
satisfactory. On this the case 
put was far from persuasive. 

“The crux is that the safe¬ 
guards in the bill do not 
provide vulnerable patients 
which sufficient protection. I 
respect the strength of views 
both for and against this bill, 
but voted against it on that 
basis.” 

Some argued the plans 
allowed a “dignified and 
peaceful death” while others 
said they were “totally unac¬ 
ceptable”.

Team are monitoring Riverside 


MEET Rachel Gormley and David Heighway - 
Ely’s new Riverside officers. 

They have been employed by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council to manage 
moorings between Annesdale and Willow 
Walk. 

New mooring rules came into effect in Ely 
on September 7 which allow boats to moor 
for free for 48 hours with then no return for 48 
hours. 

The scheme was introduced following 
consultation with boating organisations, 
businesses and residents. 

The council says the aim of the new 
arrangements is to address the concerns of 


boaters who say they have been unable to 
visit Ely as the moorings are frequently full - 
particularly during the boating season. 

If anyone stays longer or returns before 48 
hours has elapsed, they will be issued with a 
Mooring Charge Notice of £100 per 24-hour 
stay. 

This is reduced to £70 if the charge is paid 
within 14 days of the notice being issued. 

If the mooring charge is not paid within 
28 days, the council will commence debt 
recovery action (including court action) which 
will incur further costs.

I find your letter disappointing. 

You seem to be acting not as my 
MP representing my interests but 
as a post lady passing on the noble 
Minister's words. 

You say that you hope that the 
Minister's reply is helpful. It is not. 

It merely confirms what I have been 
saying since January, 2013, namely, 
that there will be two classes of basic 
state pensioners after the introduction 
of the new 'flat-rate' basic state 
pension in April. 

I know the situation for existing 
basic-rate state pensioners who have 
'paid in' appropriately: our basic state 
pensions will be increased by the 
higher of inflation, average earnings 
or 2.5% (the so-called 'triple lock'). 

I receive £115.95 a week as a basic 
state pension now and my basic state 
pension will probably go up by 2.5%, 
i.e. £2.90, to £118.85 a week. 

But, here's the rub: in April newly- 
retired pensioners who have 'paid in' 
appropriately will be in receipt of a 
substantially higher flat-rate amount 
of at least £151.25 per week. 

My point, if it needs now to be 
repeated yet again, is that, in April, 
2016, there will be two classes of 
basic state pensioners - one on the 
present basic rate and the other on at 
least £151.25. 

he difference will be perceived as 
unfair and unjust. 

The government must recognise 
this perception of unfairness and 
injustice and must remedy it by 
improving the pensions and prospects 
of those already retired.

Yes, there is 
compassion 

I THANK Ms MacEacheron for 
correcting in the News last week a 
minor point in my letter published 
a week earlier. In the case of Syria, 
it does appear it is a minority 
government persecuting the majority 
of the population, not the other way 
round. 

She does not say what evidence 
there is for her assertion that, 
"definitely", communities will not 
act to protect themselves from a 
huge influx of people who are from 
a different culture, religion or colour 
from them. What I said is, I believe, 
self-evident from history, and from 
my understanding of human nature, 
namely that communities will act thus 
when they perceive their culture or 
religion to be under threat. To realise 
that, you need look no further than 
the Arab world and see that their 
populations are nearly 100% Muslim. 
This can only come from protecting 
their religion in the way they consider 
to be necessary. 

We can all agree as she says, the UK 
has always taken in refugees. We 
are proud of that, although there 
might be some reservations about the 
number we took in from Uganda in 
1972. And, as she says, the West, of 
which we in Britain are a small part, 
took in many after the Vietnam war. 
The lady further points out that 
many Muslims, and certainly Syrians, 
have lived under repressive regimes. 
History has shown, however, that 
doing so has not made them go 
abroad in great numbers, and 
especially not to Europe. Why would 


they? In nearby Azerbajan and 
Kazakhstan for example they would 
be living in an environment with 
which, she tells us, they have been 
familiar in peaceful times. (I didn't 
know, but am prepared to accept it 
from her, that those countries have 
repressive regimes.) 

So there must be some other reason 
for the exodus into Europe rather 
than to developing Muslim nations 
nearby, and one must wonder 
whether it is "economic" or whether 
it is something of which ISIL could 
take advantage, or perhaps even 
instigated, seeing as there is evidence 
at least some of the people traffickers 
are funding ISIL from their trafficking. 
What is so sad is that these evil 
people seem not the least concerned 
that in persuading people to migrate 
in a way which they must know is 
unlawful, in breach of international 
agreements, they are putting the 
migrants into such terrible dangers 
and situations of suffering. 

The real and imminent threat to the 
lives of Christians and to the lives of 
the people who are the wrong type 
of Muslim as far as ISIL is concerned 
is just as frightening as the actual 
savagery we see from ISIL on a 
weekly if not daily basis. 

We must urge each other to do what 
we can to save people who are so 
threatened. 

And I certainly do agree with Ms 
MacEacheron that most of the Syrian 
refugees are quite content to remain 
near their homes in the Middle East. 
Those that wish to flee further need 
not choose Europe, but of course 
they may choose to do so if they 
perceive economic improvement 
there. 

We can and must show compassion 


and, I am assured, up to the time I 
am writing this the British government 
and its citizens have been doing just 
that, by providing more aid to the 
refugees in the Middle East than any 
other country in the world has done. 
This leads to Britain being criticised 
especially by those who are not so 
generous. It amazes me that the 
British people are so exceptionally 
compassionate... shown in our giving, 
but also shown by much of the aid 
being channelled through the Muslim 
authorities. We do that so that the 
refugees will happily receive the aid, 
because most of their governments 
and their Islamic leaders do not 
tolerate anything associated with 
Christian belief. 

Living as I do in a country with a 
Christian culture and appreciating the 
benefits which have flowed from that 
culture, together with Muslim friends, 

I cannot understand where the 
humanity is in such lack of toleration.

Turbines: date 
set for decision 


RESIDENTS have just weeks 
to speak up over plans to 
erect two wind turbines in 
Stretham. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council’s planning 
committee will be meeting 
to discuss the proposals on 
Wednesday, October 7. 

Local farmer Chris Attle re¬ 
submitted his proposals for 
Redhill Farm, in Cambridge 
Road, last autumn just weeks 
after he withdrew them. 

They were withdrawn as 
he was having problems con¬ 
necting the proposed tur¬ 
bines to the National Grid, 
however those issues were 
then resolved. 

The turbines, which would 
be 102m high, have proved 
controversial to date, and last 
October residents formed the 
Stop Stretham Wind Farm 
Group (SSWFG). 

The group says that almost 
400 people have objected to 
the scheme to date. 

Richard Nuttall, chairman 
of the SSWFG, said: “We have

worked hard to raise aware¬ 
ness of the proposed wind 
turbines and the effect they 
would have on the local com¬ 
munity. 

“We are very pleased to 
hear that this application will 
finally be decided on October 
7. It has been hanging over 
the community for more than 
a year and we are fed up. 

“The community do not 
want these turbines, have not 
been properly consulted and 
their concerns have been ig¬ 
nored. 

“Let’s be clear, this appli¬ 
cation is not about green en¬ 
ergy, it is about extracting the 
over-generous subsidies from 
taxpayers. 

“The East of England has 
one of the lowest wind speeds 
in the country, and there is 
no grid capacity to take more 
generated electricity around 


Stretham - it is a stupid loca¬ 
tion to try and build wind tur¬ 
bines.” 

Lucy Frazer, MP for South 
East Cambridgeshire, is urg¬ 
ing the planning committee 
to take into consideration the 
“real concerns” of local resi¬ 
dents. 

She added: “When deter¬ 
mining planning applications 
for wind energy development 
the planning authorities must 
only grant planning permis¬ 
sion if the impact on the lo¬ 
cal community has been ad¬ 
dressed.” 

Mr Attle is proposing to 
offer five per cent of the tur¬ 
bines’ annual income to Stre¬ 
tham Parish Council.

Soham station 
‘must re-open’ 


HOPES of building a second 
railway line between Ely and 
Soham might have been 
dashed but council chiefs 
insist re-opening Soham 
railway station must still be 
a priority. 

The Ely to Soham double¬ 
tracking was one of a small 
number of projects to be 
funded using the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport’s In¬ 
vestment Fund Framework 
but Network Rail bosses 
confirmed last week that 
the scheme has been post¬ 
poned until funding can be 
identified to deliver it. 

Leaders at both Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
and East Cambridgeshire 
District Council say they 
are determined the decision 
will not hold up their work 
on developing the business 
case for a new station in So¬ 
ham. 

Ian Bates, chairman of

the county council’s en¬ 
vironment, transport and 
economy committee, said: 
“While the delays are dis¬ 
appointing, we are pressing 
Network Rail to progress the 
GRIP 3 technical work on 
the new station alongside 
the doubling project so that 
this is finalised early in 2016. 

“It is essential that pro¬ 
gress is maintained on de¬ 
veloping the business case 
and clarifying costs for these 
priority schemes which are 
important for our local com¬ 
munities and economy.” 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council leader, James 
Palmer, said: “The news 
from Network Rail is very 
frustrating given the rapid 
growth which Soham is ex¬ 
periencing. 


“However, I now see no 
reason why Network Rail 
cannot now turn their at¬ 
tention to progressing work 
on a new station for Soham. 

“The project is vital to the 
town and its hopes of gener¬ 
ating the jobs and attracting 
the investment which the 
community needs to thrive. 

“I will now be seeking as¬ 
surances from Network Rail 
that they will progress this 
project with no further de¬ 
lay.” 

A Network Rail spokes¬ 
man said: “We will contin¬ 
ue to work with both local 
authorities and keep them 
informed on expected time- 
scales for further develop¬ 
ment work on this project.”

A COUNCILLOR has 
launched a petition call¬ 
ing on the Government 
to make new pension 
rules due to come into 
force in the spring less 
“unjust”.

onwards. 

The act will also in¬ 
crease the state pen¬ 
sion age from 66 to 67 
between April 2026 and 
April 2028 and it makes 
provision for five-yearly 
reviews of the state pen-

online petition. 

He said: “People re¬ 
tiring after April 2016 
(and having ‘paid in’ 
appropriately) will be 
in receipt of the new 
‘flat-rate’ state pension 
of ‘no less than £151.25 
per week’ whereas those 
already retired on a ba¬ 
sic state pension (and 
having ‘paid in’ appro¬ 
priately) will continue 
to receive £115.95 per 
week. 

“The state pension 
will be two-class, un¬ 
fair and unjust. Those 
retiring after April and 
those already retired will 
receive very different 
pensions (both classes 
of state pensions are ex¬ 


pected to be protected 
by the so-called ‘triple 
lock’). 

“The Government 
must recognise this 
perception of injustice 
and must remedy it by 
improving the pensions 
and prospects of those 
already retired.” 

The Government in¬ 
sists the current sys¬ 
tem has high levels of 
means-testing and pro¬ 
duces inequality. 

It says the aim is to in¬ 
troduce a simpler, fairer 
system where people 
have a clearer idea about 
what the state will pro¬ 
vide.

T HE presence of a rat, snake or 
tarantula, in a classroom would 
usually send the majority of pupils 
sprinting out of the door and as far 
away from the school as possible. 

But at Newmarket Academy there 
is none of that - in fact, you can find 
students quite happily giving a couple 
of fancy rats a cuddle or tempting the 
college's corn snake closer to them for 
some food (defrosted mice before you 
panic!). 

The reason that a whole host of 
creatures are now calling the academy 
home is because West Suffolk College 
and the school have joined forces 
to launch new courses in animal 
management. 

One of the academy's old classrooms 
has been transformed into a haven for 
small animals and reptiles, allowing 
students who have signed up for the 
new courses to get plenty of hands-on 
experience with a variety of animals. 

The courses are diplomas in animal 
care and animal management at levels 
two and three, which will open up a 
wide range of opportunities for students 
looking for careers working with 
companion animals, domestic livestock 
or zoo and exotic species. 

Sam Smith, course director, said: 

"We realised that students who were 
passionate about a career in the animal 
care sector were having to travel long 
distances to access these courses and 
that there was a huge demand. 

"That's why we decided to open a 
new dedicated centre for these studies 
in Newmarket. 

"These courses are aimed at 
students wanting to pursue a variety 
of careers including posts as veterinary 
nurses, kennel workers, zoo keepers, 
animal behaviourists and animal 
conservationists, for example. 

"The courses also lead on to 
university as the two-year Level 
3 Animal Management Extended 
Diploma carries the same number of

UCAS points as three A-levels. 

"This can lead to careers in zoology, 
veterinary nursing, animal therapy, 
animal nutrition, zoo keeping and 
many science-based degrees. 

"There is also a one-year Level 2 
Animal Care Diploma, which will either 
lead onto the Level 3 course or onto 
employment in the sector, in roles such 
as kennel assistant, dog handler and pet 
shop assistant. 

"As Newmarket is the centre of the 
horse racing industry in the UK there 
will be many opportunities for careers 
in this sector too." 

Bearing in mind the new courses 
only launched last week, the amount 
of creatures already scurrying and 


slithering around the centre (within 
their designated pens, of course) is 
quite a sight. 

There are rabbits, guinea pigs, 
hamsters, gerbils, chinchillas, fancy 
rats and degus, which, in case you're 
wondering, are a small rodent endemic 
to central Chile. 

But the list doesn't end there. 

There are also stick insects, a 
tarantula, cockroaches, snakes, bearded 
dragons, geckos, a chameleon and 
dozens of tropical fish. 

The centre also soon hopes to be 
able to accommodate some ex-battery 
hens and pygmy goats. 

Sam, who was previously a 
curriculum team leader in animal 
management at Moulton College in 
Northamptonshire, said: "The facility is 
housing a wide range of animals for the 
students to learn to care for, including 
domestic animals such as small pets, 
exotic animals such as snakes and 
reptiles, birds, rodents and fish. 

"Hopefully we will be expanding the 
animal collection in the second year to 
include livestock. 

"We are very grateful to Assessment 
Network Ltd who have provided a 
significant capital investment for this 
project. 

"The students will be given the 
opportunity to get hands on experience 
such as feeding, maintaining 
accommodation, handling, health 
checking and general husbandry. 

"The level three students will be able 
to come in to look after the animals at 
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the weekends on a rota basis. 

"This is in order to mimic flexible working 
hours that they will be likely to encounter in 
the industry. 

"Some of the work can be repetitive and 
students will have to be prepared to get their 
hands dirty. 

"However, the courses are not just practical. 
Level two courses are half theory and half 
working with the animals. 

"The level three course is around 70 per 
cent theory and 30 per cent practical work. 
Embedded in the courses will be units on 
biology, biochemistry, microbiology, anatomy 
and physiology and genetics." 

Sam continued said: "I am working 
alongside a technician and a small team of 
lecturers to provide the course. 

"They will be able to help demonstrate the 
practical aspects of the course whilst I will be 
teaching much of the theory. 

"The students will have to do 150 hours' 
work experience in an animal related 
establishment on the course and I am meeting 
with many employers to set up some exciting 
work placements for the students. 

"The course is brilliant at preparing students 
for the work place as they will be doing one 
day a week of work experience in different 
settings. Ideally they will try out two or three 
different work placement settings. 

"Also, I expect students will come in with a 
fixed idea about what job they may want to 
enter afterwards but when they have done 
some work experience they may realise they 
are interested in a sector that they had not 
considered before. There are so many different 
careers in the animal care sector and so many 
degree courses you could take afterwards that 
the future for these students is really wide 
open." 

The animal care industry is worth £1 billion 
to the UK. It has 13,000 businesses with more 
than 78,000 employees. 

Employment directly related to the animal 
care industries include pet shops, boarding 
kennels, catteries, pet breeders, training, 
grooming, animal welfare charities, zoos, 
wildlife parks, public services and performing 
animals in film and television. 

In the UK, 1.1 per cent of adults are 
employed in the sector, but in mid-Suffolk 
nearly 3.5 per cent of the adult population are 
directly employed in the land-based industries. 

17-year-old Callum Orford, from Mildenhall, 
is among the dozens of students already signed 
up to the course. 

The former Mildenhall College Academy 
pupil said: "I'm really enjoying the course and 
the reptiles are my favourites.

"I've always had a great interest in animals 
so I was really excited when I found out about 
the new courses here. 

"I'm actually allergic to fur but I'm 
determined not to let that stop me completing 
the course and hopefully achieving a career 
working with animals, although I'm not sure 
what I want to do exactly." 

Emily Jones, 16, from Poslingford, near 
Clare, hopes to be a veterinary nurse. 

The former Samuel Ward Academy student 
said: "I'm really enjoying getting so hands on 
with the animals here. 

"The facilities are great and my aim is to 
become a veterinary nurse." 

Lindsey Johnson, West Suffolk College's vice 
principal, curriculum and quality, said: "We 
are absolutely delighted to be able to offer this 
course because we have discovered very few 
students in the local vicinity are taking land- 
based courses due to the distance they have to 
travel to access them. 

"There are obviously young people in the 
local area who want to go into professions 
working with animals, so this is why we are 
opening this new course and animal centre in 
conjunction with Newmarket Academy. 

"We want to give students the best 
opportunity to follow their career aspirations. 
We are meeting the needs of young people in 
the local area by providing this course so they 
won't have to travel miles to study or live away 
from home."

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Honda Civic 
Type-R on test 


T HE Honda Civic Type R 
returns, this time with 
31 OPS beneath the bonnet 
thanks to forced induction, 
writes Andy Enright. Drive 
goes to the front wheels via a 
six-speed manual 'box, so no 
change there, but under the 
skin, this thing's rammed with 
trick bits. It looks the real deal. 

The headline figures are 
undeniably impressive. Power 
comes courtesy of a direct- 
injected turbocharged 2.0 litre 
VTEC petrol engine, which 
really delivers a solid punch 
of both power and torque. 

Peak power output is 31 OPS 
at 6,500rpm, and peak torque 
is 400Nm at 2,500rpm. If you 
still associate hot Hondas with 
having no torque, it's time 
to recalibrate. Red-lining at 
7,000rpm, the turbocharged 
four-cylinder engine catapults 
the Civic to 62mph in 5.7 
seconds, which is extremely 
brisk for a front-wheel drive 
car. As indeed is the top speed 


of 167mph. A short-throw six- 
speed manual transmission will 
satisfy the purists and the car is 
equipped with a Brembo brake 
package, with 350mm drilled 
discs up front. 

A four-point Adaptive 
Damper System has been 
developed and an advanced 
Dual Axis Strut Front Suspension 
system helps to reduce torque 
steer by 50 per cent. At the rear, 
the Type R's H-shaped torsion 
beam suspension (which caused 
so much grumbling when the 
company abandoned a multi¬ 
link rear end) is further refined. 
Rear roll rigidity improves by 
180 per cent. There's also 
a '+R' button that, when 
activated, heightens engine 
responsiveness and alters the 
torque-mapping to a more 
aggressive and performance- 
focused setting. The electric 
power steering receives reduced 
power assistance and the 
damping force is increased by 
30 per cent. It's like Honda's 


take on BMW's M Button. That 
7m50s Nurburgring lap time? 
Although it was achieved with a 
pre-production spec car, Honda 
reckons it can go even faster 
with a production Type R. That's 
faster than a 996-generation 
Porsche 911 GT3! 

The Type R really amps up 
the otherwise slightly muted 
styling of the ninth-generation 
Civic. A new, almost completely 
flat underside sucks the car onto 
the road and the rear wing, 
front splitter and deep side skirts 
are demonstrably functional. 

Big grilles in the bumpers direct 
cooling air to the engine and 
brakes. The lightweight 19-inch 
alloy wheels look pretty mean 
with their 34-series rubber. 

The latest Civic Type R 
makes a whole lot of impressive 
numbers but the acid test will 
come against its most talented 
European rivals. Something tells 
us that this British-built Honda 
will feel quite unlike the rest of 
the field.
